GENERAL CABELL: 

Noted that General Rawlings is retiring in the near future from 
the Air Force and plans to take a civilian job. General Cabell pointed 
out that General Rawlings had been a good friend of intelligence and 
would be willing to serve on any of our boards or panels, particularly 
those dealing with materiel. 

MR. HELMS: 


Referred to the discussion at the Deputies' Meeting on 13 February 
regarding the State Department's intention of raising the shoot-down of 
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the C-130 over Soviet Armenia before the International Court at The 
Hague and stated he had a preliminary discussion on this matter with 
Mr. Becker. Mr. Helms said it had been determined State does intend 
to do this and, in fact, Deputy Under Secretary Murphy is fully behind 
it. Mr. Helms plans to talk to Becker again today and point out our 
reservations about this proposed action. 
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
